Coast Guard Will 
Celebrate Birthday 

Philadelphia Group 
To Be 155 Years Old 
On August 4 

On August. 4 the United States 
Coast Guard, which had its origin 
in Philadelphia, will celebrate the 
155th anniversary of the beginning 
of this great branch of service. 

Todav celebrating the anniver- 
sary will be 172.000 men now- serv- 
ing in the Coast Guard as com- 
pared with the handful of men who 
were in the Coast Guard at its be- 
ginning. In 1790 Alexander Hamil- 
ton created the organization and 
began with 10 diminutive cutters 
costing SI. 000 each. These figures 
are almost lost now when they 
are compared with the enormous 
strength of the Coast Guard of to- 
day. 

On this birthday as on other 
birthdays since the war's begin- 
ning coastguardsmen will be carry- 
ing troops from Europe to the Pa- 
cific, others will be convoying sup-

Local health officials this week 
sought, ways and means of enforc- 
ing the new State act requiring a 
more stringent regulation of res- 
taurant.-. At the same time they 
sought methods of plugging a loop- 
hole in the law which no longer re- 
quires health certificates for those 
handling food. 

Although health authorities in 
Haverford and Lower Merion 
Townships and Narberth Borough 
have not met since the new res- 
taurant regulations were sent out 
by the State Department of Health 
the machinery for the inspection 
and licensing of all public eating 
and drinking places was being set 
in motion. 

The first health board to meet 
will be Lower Merion on next Mon- 
day night, when provisions of the 
new State Act, approved by Gov- 
ernor Martin May 23, will be dis- 
cussed. 

At that time, preparation of ' a 
local ordinance will be considered 
which will supplement the State 
regulations and continue to require 
the examination of all food estab- 
lishment employes and a certifica- 
tion of their health.

NEW WAR RATION BOOK TO APPEAR IN DECEMBER 
" War Ration Book Five, "smaller than a dollar bill" and contain- 
ing just half as many stamps as the last hook issued, will be dis- 
tributed through the public schools in December, Chester Bowles, 
Administrator of OPA, announced. At the same time, the new "A" 
gasoline ration book will be issued. 

Distribution will take place at school houses or other public build- 
ings throughout the nation from December 3 through December IS. 
OPA district offices will fix the exact time for each local area. The 
new "A" gasoline books will go into use December 22, and War Ration 
Book Five will be used soon after the first of the year for food ration- 
ing and for rationing shoes. 

CONSUMER PROSPECTS FOR SHOES, APPAREL 

More leather shoes for civilians will be produced during the last 
three months of this year than in any previous quarter of 1945. be- 
cause of scheduled military cutbacks, WPB and OPA announced. A 
production rise of civilian shoes containing leather in the uppers or 
soles to approximately 26.000,000 pairs per month during the fourth 
quarter of 1945 is expected. 

Prohibition of the use of leather soles in production of footwear 
with moccasin-type or mudguard vamps, saddle-type footwear, and 
certain other types of shoes was removed by WPB. 

Fifteen million yards of staple cotton fabrics, commonly use for 
home sewing, have been made available for distribution to civilians 
in stores serving small towns and rural areas, WPB announced. These 
fabrics include gingham, seersucker, lawn, bleached and/or un- 
bleached Class "C" sheeting, print cloths (percale), plisse (crinkled 
crape), and outing flannel. 

QUOTAS OF CIVILIAN TIRES SET FOR AUGUST 

August quotas of 2,500,000 passenger car tires and 386.862 small 
truck tires for civilian motorists, exactly the same as for July, and a 
reduced quota of large truck tires were announced by WPB and OPA. 
The quota of truck tires size 8.25 and krger was cut from 234,308 in 
July to 200,000 for August.

powered by the Act to issue certi- 
ficates of inspections and require 
that these certificates be display- 
ed in the establishments. 

The Act. itself, is broad enough 
so that local health officials could 
plug the loop-hole with a muni- 
cipal ordinance, so that proprie- 
tors of eating and drinking estab- 
lishments would be required to 
present proof that none of their 
employes are typhoid fever carriers 
or of other infect ional diseases: or 
of diphtheria: or suffering from 
active tuberculosis or from syphilis 
in its transmissable stage; or who' 
has in infectious disea.se or open 
external lesion. 

Such enforcement, however, is 
not required in the minimum list of 
health regulations which were is- 
sued by the State Advisory Health 
Board on June 27 in its interpreta- 
tion of how the new Act should be 
enforced by townships, boroughs 
and cities. Municipal health of- 
ficials are required to enforce the 
minimum regulations as outlined 
by the Advisory Health Board but 
can add to these regulations 
through passage of local ordin- 
ances. 

On the subject of the examina- 
ion of employes, the State Advisory 
Health Board only goes so far as 
to say that "an employe suspected 
of being affected with any disease 
in a communicable form or of be- 
ing a carrier of such a disease shall 
be excluded from employment. . . ." 
Although the Advisory Health 
Board regulations excludes com- 
municable disease carriers from 
employment it leaves decision in 
this matter with proprietors. 

Local health officials feel that 
this is one of the weakest points 
in the new restaurant regulations 
as outlined by the State Advisory 
Health Board. Even though, in 
many cases, the former method of 
examining and certifying employes 
was only perfunctory, it was bet- 
ter than nothing.

Exclusion of any person found 
to be suffering from communi- 
cable disease is permitted under 
llic regulations. Findings of med- 
ical examiners will be entered on 
individual recoids in code. 

Provision is made in the act for 
school districts which fail to com- 
ply. Declares the regulations: 

"When a school district for the 
first, second or third class fails to 
submit a satisfactory health ser- 
vice report within 30 days after 
September 1 of each year, the Sec- 
i clary of Health shall assume that 
a satisfactory health program will 
not be provided, and -shall then 
appoint, medical and dental exam- 
iners, nurses, dental hygienists or 
dPP.tal assistants to carry out re- 
quirements of the Act." 

Health records will include the 
following information: 

Name and address of the pupils, 
sex. color, nativity, date of birth. 
State in which the birth certificate 
was issued, record of vaccination, 
confirmation of cicatrix, father's 
and mother's name and birth 
place, past, medical history of the 
child, record of immuniafions com- 
pleted, record of medical exam- 
inations, record of school progress, 
pf rsonality factors, special tests 
and remarks.

ment house zones would have the 
power to limit the height of a 
building and the setback. This 
would be effective in reducing the 
number of families which could 
occupy such buildings. 

Under the present regulations 33 
families to an acre can be housed 
in apartment buildings. ' 

Recently the Wynnewood Civic 
Association, the Wynnewood Park 
Civic Association. Agnes, Irwin 
School and the Morion Civic As- 
sociation came forward with the 
radical proposal that in construct- 
ing apartment houses that occu- 
pancy should be limited to eight 
families per acre. 

It is unlikely that the commis- 
sioners will follow this recommen- 
dation but it is expected that the 
occupancv rate will be considera- 
ble less than the present allow- 
ance of 33 families per acre.

sewage disposal approved by the Secretary of Health shall be pro- 
vided for the use of employes and all toilets or privies on the premises 
shall be maintained in a clean and sanitary condition. Toilet facilities 
provided. for the public shall be separate for men and women. The 
doors of all toilet rooms shall be self-closing. 

7. Adequate and convenient hand-washing facilities, including 
hot water, soap, and approved sanitary towels, shall be provided for 
employes. The use of a common towel is prohibited. 

8. All multi-use utensils and ail show and display cases or win- 
dows, counters, shelves, tables, chairs, refrigerating equipment, sinks 
and other equipment or utensils shall be so constructed as to be clean- 
ed easilv and shall be kept in good repair. 

9. All equipment except that in storage including display cases 
or windows, counters, shelves, tables, refrigerators, stoves, hoods, and 
sinks shall be kept clean and free from dust dirt and other contam- 
inating material insects and vermin. All cloths and towels used by 
waiters, chefs and other employes shall be clean. Paper towels or nap- 
kins, single-service items of any type, such as paper cups, plates and 
forks, shall be used only once. 

10. After each usage all multi-use eating and drinking utensils 
shall be thoroughly cleansed and effectively subjected to a bacteri- 
cidal process approved by the Secretary of -Health. 

11. After bactericidal treatment utensils shall be stored in a 
clean, dry place protected from flies, dust and other contamination, 
and shali be handled in such a manner as to prevent contamination 
so far as practicable. Paper towels or napkins, single-service utensils, 
containers, or other items shall be purchased only in sanitary con- 
tainers, shall be stored therein in a clean, dry place until used, and 
shall be handled in a sanitary manner. 

12. No article, polish, or other substance containing any cyan- 
ide preparation or other poisonous material shall be used for the 
cleansing or polishing of utensils. 

13. No kitchen nor refrigerator waste water shall be discharged 
to the surface of the ground. All garbage and trash shall be kept 
separately in suitable receptacles anu in such manner as not to be- 
come a nuisance. Garbage container's shall be water-tight and fly- 
tight and shall be kept covered except when garbage is being intro- 
duced or removed. They shall be cleansed thoroughly; inside and out 
after each emptying. 

14. All food and drink shall be clean, wholesome, free from 
spoilage and so prepared as to be safe for human consumption. All 
milk and milk products served or used shall conform to the provis- 
ions of the Act, of July 2. 1935. and the regulations of the Pennsyl- 
vania Department of Health. All shellfish -shall be from approved 
sources, and if shucked stock shall be kept until used in the con- 
tainers in which they were placed at the shucking plant. Oysters, 
clams or other shellfish if served on the shell must be served in the 
original shell: but the use of crab shells in any manner whatsoever 
in the preparation or serving of food is prohibited. 

15. All readily perishable food and drink .shall be kept at or 
below 50 degrees F. except when being prepared or served. 

16. All food and drink shall be so stored, displayed, and served 
as to be protected from dust, flies, vermin, depredation and pollution 
fcy rodents, unnecessary handling, droplet infection, overhead leak- 
age, and other contamination. All means necessary for the elimina- 
tion of flies, roaches, and rodents shall be used. All prepared, ready- 
to-cat foods must be stored in containers which do not. come in di- 
rect contact with the floor and in such manner as to prevent con- 
tamination. No fowls or animals except "seeing eye" dogs with the 
blind, shall be kept or allowed in any room in which food or drink 
is served, prepared or stored. 

17. All employes shall wear clean garments, shall wash their 
hands after pach visit to thp toilet, and keep them clean at all times 
while engaged in handling food, drink, utensils, or equipment. Ade- 
quate lockers or dressing rooms shall be provided for employes' cloth- 
ing and .shall be kept clean. Soiled linens, coals, and aprons shall be 
kept in containers provided for this purpose. Employes shall not ex- 
pectorate in rooms in which food is prepared, served or stored. 

18. A placard or placards containing the warning with respect 
to cleansing of hands and expectorating as in paragraph No. 17 of 
these regultions shall be posted in ali toilet rooms. 

19. No person who is affected with any disease in a communi- 
cable form or is a carrier of such disease shall work in any public 
eating or drinking place. Any proprietor, manager or other employe 
suspected of being affected with any disease in a communicable form 
or of being a carrier of such disease shall be excluded from employ- 
ment pending diagnosis of his condition including such laboratory or 
other tests as may be indicated.
